Huron to consolidate with Romulus?

If Huron Township voters re¬ 
peat their actions of Dec. 8 and 
deny the school board’s request 
for a 6.75-mill tax hike in a spe¬ 
cial election Monday, March 
25, there may not be a Huron 
School District. 

According to Superintendent 
of Schools Gary Jackson, if the 
millage is defeated again, the 
next order of business may be 
for the Huron schools to con¬ 
solidate with another school 
system. Jackson added that if 
there was a consolidation, 
“Romulus would be the logical 
choice.” 

A committee already has 
been formed to study the feasi¬ 
bility of consolidating with 
another district, and Jackson 
reports that several communi¬ 
ties have been approached ab¬ 
out the possibility. 


“We’ve been very fortunate 
in the past, in that our adult 
education programs have 
helped support other programs, 
but we just can’t do that any¬

Freak accident kills motorist 


A 52-year-old Northville man 
was killed last Thursday even¬ 
ing in Romulus when a stop 
sign plunged through the wind¬ 
shield of his car as the result of 
a freak accident. 

Pronounced dead on arrival 
at Westland Medical Center in 
Westland was James F. Pe¬ 
ters. 

According to police reports, 
veiling on 


Merriman Road a quarter mile 
southeast of Wickham at about 
6:50 p.m., when an unidentified 
22-year-old Westland man lost 
control of his car, striking the 
stop sign. The impact of the 
crash snapped off the sign, 
sending it airborne. 

It apparently crashed 
through the windshield of Pe¬ 
ters’ car, striking him in the 


chest and, police believe, kill¬ 
ing him instantly. 

Police detectives are con¬ 
tinuing to question witnesses to 
the accident, and as of Mon¬ 
day, no charges had been 
brought against the Westland 
man, who was held overnight 
by police, following the acci¬ 
dent, then released. 

Allegedly, the young man 
had been drinking. 


Jackson, who says that the 
6.75-mill increase would “help 
us get out of the deficit situation, 
and allow us to restore our sixth 
hour classes at all of our 
schools.” 

Currently, only 25 percent — 
the legal limit to be eligible for 
state funds — of the students at 
Huron High School have sixth 
hour available to them.

“If the millage continues to 
fall,” says Jackson, “our only 
option in terms of state law 
other jhan consolidation will be 
to close down the schools when 
money runs out, which could 
mean existing on a week-to- 
week basis,” 

Sheila Page, a volunteer pa¬ 
rent working on various school 
projects said that “in the past, 
I would have been against the 
increase, too. But, working 
with Mr. Jackson, .seeing the 


actual figures, I can see the 
absolute need for the millage. 

“Ahd, if people think that 
consolidation is an easy way 
out. the’ll be pretty suprised 
to learn that if we consolidated 
with Romulus we would actual¬ 
ly be paying more money, and 
for what? Kids would have 
farther to go to get to school 
and the people would lose all 
local control. They would still 
have a vote, but if you put the 
number of votes in Huron 
against those in Romulus, it’s 
easy to see how we could get 
lost in the numbers.” 

According to Page, some pa¬ 
rents — herself included — are 
trying to “get more people in¬ 
volved. The biggest thing here 
we have to do is try and edu¬ 
cate the public as to the facts. 
Some think there’s been mis¬ 
management of funds, but that 
isn’t true at all. We just need 
the increase to continue.” 

The last time a millage in¬ 
crease passed in Huron 
Township was in 1979. 

Jackson claims that “under 
no circumstances will any of 
the programs be cut. the board 
has made that clear. We will 
stick with quality education un¬ 
til the end. As long as our doors 
are open our kids are going (o 
get the best education we can 
give them ”

The 
Historical Society is busily pre¬ 
paring for the May 19 Heritage 
Day ceremony to recognize yet 
another site. 

The Historical Society col¬ 
lects printed material, museum 
material and other material ob¬ 
jects illustrative of life and 
events of the past and present. 
These items are used for dis¬ 
play in the showcases at the 
Public Library and help to 
paint the picture of the history 
of our city.

Matter of health: 
Audit shows city 
is fiscaliy ‘sound’ 


According to Romulus Mayor 
Beverly Me Anally, the word on 
the city audit which covers the 
period from June 30, 1983, to 
June 30, 1984, is very good. 

‘‘This is the best shape we’ve 
been in for some time,” said 
McAnally, who also stated that 
she was “extremely happy with 
the results of the audit.” 

Done by the Certified Public 
Accounting firm of Doyle, Litt 
and Company, the report failed 
to find any major flaws in the 
financial running of the city, 
and had only a list of 12 com¬ 
ments and recommendations to 
make. 

“In the past, there would be 
at least a dozen pages with 90 
or so items pointing out faults. 
And, on some of the things they 
make recommendations about, 
we’ve already taken care of 
since the time of the original 
audit, which was June,” McA¬ 
nally said. 

Some of the things pointed 
out by the CPA firm include 
better recording of cash re- 
cipts, a computer feasability 


study (‘‘we suggest the city 
consider the possibility of pur¬ 
chasing a small computer, 
which could perform a variety 
of functions and supplement 
both the current and the new 
system”), and maintaining 
minimum cash balances in city 
bank accounts. 

On the other hand, the invest¬ 
ment procedure used by the 
treasurer’s office (which, at 
the time of this study, included 
nearly equal time by John 
Lewkowicz and former treasur¬ 
er Beverly McAnally) was 
lauded and they “encouraged the 
continued use” of the combined 
investment concept the city uses. 

Regarding accounting re¬ 
cords and procedures — a sore 
spot in the past — the firm 
maintained that “the city has 
made excellent progress over 
the last four years in the status 
of accounting records and 
financial condition. 

“We commend the city on its 
progress and advocate con¬ 
tinued improvements.”

The temporary closing of Kennedy Park in 
* "Romulus has apparently raised the dander of 
Recreation Director Debbie Dick who, in let¬ 
ters to the Romulus City Council and Mayor 
Beverly Me Anally, has voiced her displeasure 
} not so much with the decision of the city coun¬ 
cil but with the fact that the action was taken 
without consulting the recreation commission. 

The Romulus City Council voted unanimously 
to temporarily close Kennedy Park until ways 
g, to curb alleged Ulegal activities there can be 
li determined. A lengthy discussion of the issue 
’i* included the dismissal of two recommendations 
by the recreation commission. 

One would think that since the park issue 
was scheduled on the council meeting agenda, 
the director would have been present at the 
session if for no other reason than to see which 
of the commission’s two recommendations was 
ratified (one would have moved the parking 
from Goddard Road to Ozga, the other would 
have banned all parking at Kennedy Park ex¬ 
cept for special occasions). 

But we don’t fault Mrs. Dick entirely for her 
failure to be present at City Council meetings. 
Department heads are not required to attend 
council meetings in Romulus. In many other 
cities and townships department heads not only 


attend council and board meetings, but provide 
reports on their activities. 

Their presence gives the citizens in attend¬ 
ance an opportunity to question the police 
chief, the fire chief or the recreation director 
as to specific or general items of interest. For 
example, many residents of Romulus un¬ 
doubtedly would make a trip to city hall if they 
thought they could directly ask the head of the 
city cable commission questions relating to the 
commission and an update on the wiring of the 
city for cable television. 

To require attendance of top officials at coun¬ 
cil meetings is, we feel, a good practice to 
maintain. 

Had Mrs. Dick or another representative of 
the recreation commission been present for in¬ 
put into the discussion of Kennedy Park, the 
matter may have been resolved differently. 
But the failure to have a representative at the 
meeting could be construed as an apparent 
lack of interest by recreation officials. 

We believe that department heads do care 
about the image of their department, but until 
they attend public meetings on a regular basis 
(kudos to building department head Dave Paul 
for doing just that), their absence will continue 
to appear as a sign of indifference. 


Lower lake speeds 


The speed limit on Belleville’s Lake should 
be lowered from 55 to 40 miles per hour. 

Considering the congested conditions which 
exist on the lake, a 40 m.p.h. restriction does 
not seem out of line and would not diminish the 
popularity of the lake as a haven for boaters. 
Quite the contrary, a lower speed limit would 
enhance the image of Belleville Lake as a safe 
spot for outdoor recreation. 

The Department of Natural Resources was 
invited to hold public hearings on the issue fol¬ 
lowing a tragic incident last summer in which 
two Van Buren Township residents were killed 
in a boating mishap. 

The DNR has proposed an administrative 
rule that would make it unlawful to operate a 
"vessel in excess of 40 m.p.h. Such a rule will 
take effect with the concurrence of the Van 


Buren Township Board of Trustees, a move we 
wholeheartedly endorse. 

Of course, lowering the speeds will not eli¬ 
minate the dangers. Citizens also must get in¬ 
volved in the enforcement of the law and must 
be better trained in alt aspects of safe boating. 
Citizens must be willing to take down the 
license numbers of rules’ violators and sign a 
complaint. 

As one DNR official noted, boat safety train¬ 
ing is a key. Of 57 persons killed in boating 
accidents in Michigan last year, only three had 
any safe boating training, according to law en¬ 
forcement statistics. 

A lower speed limit, better enforcement and 
training will help make Belleville Lake as safe 
as possible.

Eliminating waste

The Board of Directors of the 


Wayne Chamber of Commerce 
is endorsing the Grace Com¬ 
mission recommendations for 
eliminating waste and ineffi¬ 
ciency in the federal govern¬ 
ment. 

The Grace Commission, 
which was established by Pres¬ 
ident Reagan in 1982, is formal¬ 
ly known as the President’s 
Private Sector Survey on Cost 
Control. The commission was 
chaired by J. Peter Grace, 
Chairman and Chief Executive 
Officer of W.R. Grace and 
Company. 

The Commission conducted a 
comprehensive, two-year sur¬ 
vey of the operation of the 
federal government in order to 
identify potential cost savings. 
Following the study, the Com¬ 
mission proposed 2,478 recom¬ 
mendations that would save 
$424.4 billion of taxpayers 
money over a three-year 
period. 

Because of its concern about 
the effect of the growing feder¬ 
al debt on the economy, the 
Board of Directors of the 
Wayne Chamber of Commerce 
believes that the implementa¬ 
tion of the Grace Commission’s 
recommendations is essential 
for the future well-being of our 
nation.

However, would you believe 
my tax bill for this “single” 
tax was 16.41% of our actual 
profits during 1984. When you 
pay all the other taxes and in¬ 
surances for Workman’s Com¬ 
pensation, MESC, Property and 
Personal Property Taxes, etc., 
it leaves very little, if any, to 
invest in new equipment up¬ 
grades, upgrading your build¬ 
ing, etc., and why would you 
want to? The attitude I hear all 
the time is “why make 
money”? 

This tax is very unfair to the 
small businesses in Michigan 
and at a minimum needs re¬ 
vamping, so credits can be 
taken. Our business, for exam¬ 
ple, is so “labor intensive”, it 
just doesn’t enhance an attrac¬ 
tive atmosphere for business in 
Michigan. Thank you for at 
least listening.

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Space invaders 



“I need my own space, man,” is a quote 
from the “hip” generation of the 60’s. 
They were onto something, but the fact 
that most living beings, including humans 
and animals need a “personal zone” into 
which none are meant to penetrate without 
invitation wasn’t and isn’t new. 

Most thinking people are consciously 
aware of this reality but, every day, we 
read of violations of this human need more 
and the consequences. Bernhard Goetz, a 
passenger on a New York subway train re¬ 
portedly had his space violated and now 
has been investigated by a grand jury for 
the attempted murder of four youths. 
While the grand jury refused to indict 
Goetz for murder, he has been charged 
with three weapons violations. Goetz was 
allegedly confronted by the four and was 
asked to relieve himself of $5 in a “thre¬ 
atening manner.” The consequence was 
four wounded teenagers. 

A Central Michigan University co-ed has 
charged that a college fraternity president 
is guilty of rape. Her charges resulted in a 
90-day jail sentence for Paul Bonaccinie, 
23, of Birmingham and the suspension by 
the college of operations of Sigma Phi 
Epsilon, his fraternity, until the fall of 
1987. 

Even our canine friend. King Boots, an 
old English Sheepdog who attacked the 
elderly Gertrude Monroe when she fell on 
him while he lay sleeping, has suffered 
consequences of his actions. He was de- 
fanged and neutered as a result of the tragic 
incident. 

Despite daily detailed reports of inci¬ 
dents and consequences of people violating 
the personal space of others, some still 
seem genuinely surprised when others 
take offense to such intrusions. They seem 
even more surprised when counter mea¬ 


sures or negative sanctions are imposed. 
Their surprise always surprises me, con¬ 
sidering it’s all textbook stuff — you know, 
sociology 101. In physics, we learn that 
“for every action there is an equal and 
opposite reaction.” Perhaps it is simply 
that we never consider our actions as 
sufficient cause for others’ reactions. 

Last week the United States shuttle Dis¬ 
covery launched into permanent “parking 
orbit” over the Soviet Union a $300 million 
spy satellite that will intrude or invade the 
Soviet’s space. This 2 V 2 ton satellite will 
remain 22,300 miles out in space directly 
over the U.S.S.R. “monitoring Russian 
missile tests, and intercepting military 
and diplomatic communications.” As the 
quest for information in the war of wills 
continues between the United States and 
Russia, both, with justification, point to 
the other as the culprit in the spy war. 
Their KGB versus our CIA, their mihtary 
versus ours — alt violators, all intruders, 
all guilty of much of what they are ac¬ 
cused of. How nice it would be if all could 
respect the right and need for privacy of 
others. 

Even creatures in the jungle demand 
their private space — from the lion and 
his liar on down through the animal 
heirarchy. 

People who are brazen enough or in¬ 
sensitive enough to violate the rights of 
others are unfortunately in plentiful supp¬ 
ly. They are the people who would go 
through your desk drawers without invita¬ 
tion “looking for something.” Such folk en¬ 
joy reading things on your desk while talk¬ 
ing to you, asking questions about matters 
which are clearly none of their business 
and engage in other manner of invasions 
of privacy.

In my experience, such folks are often, 
but not always, a little too quick to tell you 
about their personal business — more than 
you ever wanted to know. They tend to 
make your business their business and 
their business your business, like it or not. 
We probably all have been guilty at one 
time or another, in one way or another, 
but some make a career of it. 

Sometimes the intruders are touchers. 
The most friendly form of communication 
between two living creatures can be the 
art of touching as a sign of friendship, 
admiration or affection, a hand shake, a 
pat on the back or a hand on the shoulder. 
The most overt sign of aggression in a hos¬ 
tile confrontation situation, however, is 
also the physical act of touching when it 
obviously is not welcomed or invited. 

Sexual harassment suits are filed, fist 
fights erupt and weapons are fired as a re¬ 
sult of unwelcomed physical contact. 


When one’s space is deliberately and pre- 
meditatedly invaded by others for harm¬ 
ful, hurtful or invalid reasons, then coun¬ 
ter measures are in order. 

Too often, we fooolishly think that laying 
down before tyranny buys us peace and 
security, but find in time that we have 
erred. On the international scene, it is evi¬ 
dent to me that weakness is no deterrent 
to aggression. Only strong defenses or 
appropriate counter measures such as our 
new spy satellite will act as a deterrent to 
future aggressive violations of our rights. 

Unfortunately, once a track has been 
established, it is difficult if not impossible 
to demonstrate a behavior modification. 
“The best gauge of future performance is 
past performance,” we learn early in life. 

Once a pattern of confrontation has been 
established, any and all acts are seen as 
evidence of hostility, which is rarely accu¬ 
rate, but the consequence of previous 
transgressions. 


Bernhard Goetz, it would appear, is re¬ 
pentant. Who knows what would happen if 
he were similarly confronted on a subway 
in the future. 

Paul Bonaccinie doesn’t appear to be the 
least bit repentant and, from newspaper 
accounts, it would appear he remains con¬ 
frontational. 

' King Boots has been found guilty and 
has paid a dear price for his deeds. 

It would appear that we have the Rus¬ 
sians’ attention as a result of our “fire 
with fire” Reagan stance. 

Who knows, maybe one day Russia will 
once again be a country that we can be 
civil to and perhaps even allies with. That 
can only happen when they come to under¬ 
stand and accept that all need their own 
zone or space that should not be intruded 
upon without invitation and that to do so 
will result in consequences.

DOG LICENSE 

All dogs in the City of Roniulus must be licensed. This is for your benefit. 
If your family pet ever slips its leash, this policy could keep your child 
from being heartbroken. Also, if you are bitten, knowing that the dog is 
licensed and has had rabies shots can save you from worrying about a 
painful series of innoculations. The law was designed to benefit all City 
residents, whether or not they own dogs. 

A City dog license costs $5.00 for both male and female dogs. Licenses for 
spayed and neutered dogs cost only $1.50. A lower license fee for these 
dogs is intended to help control the rise in the canine population. Senior 
citizens (age 65 or older) pay only $2.50 or$.75 per license. Proof of rabies 
vaccination must be presented when applying for a new dog license or 
renewal. March 1st of every year is the deadline for license renewal. A 
late fee of $1.50, in addition to the regular fee will be charged after that 
date.

Bring a rabies vaccination certificate and an affadvit or Veterinary 
Certificate for spayed female or neutered male dogs, as well as proof of 
your age, if you qualify for the senior citizen discount, to:

A 
license will be issued to you at that time. The license tag must be worn by 
the animal at all times, attached by a collar of leather, iron, copper, 
brass of other durable material.

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A soot of hope 

Training program aims at unempioyed, unskiiied

, • Twelve Western Wayne Coun¬ 
ty communities, will receive 
for the first time the opportun¬ 
ity to participate in a Machinist 
training Institute program. 

Sponsored by Focus: Hope, 
an outreach organization that, 
in addition to providing food 
programs for the poor, offers 
training for the unskilled or un¬ 
employed worker. 

It is, in addition to other 
programs offered through the 
city and by the state, one more 
opportunity to provide help to 
unemployed residents, accord¬ 
ing to Focus: Hope officials. 

At least 25 of the 55 openings 
now available for machinist 
training will be allocated for 
Inkster residents, according to 
James Banks, Personnel and 
Special Services Director in In¬ 


kster who estimates a need, 
within the next five to 10 
years’ for thousands of skilled 
machinists. 

^lesidents of Belleville, Can¬ 
ton Township, Dearborn, Dear¬ 
born Heights, Garden City, 
Hamtramck, Livonia, Redford 
Township, Romulus, Warren 
and Westland will be partici¬ 
pating, along with Inkster, for 
the first time. 

“This opportunity is for here 
and now,” Banks said. 

Beginning Feb. 18 and con¬ 
tinuing for eight months, free 
training in precision machining 
will be taught by master crafts¬ 
men, most of whom are former 
machinists who pass on their 
skills and training to their stu¬ 
dents, said one spokeswomen 
from Focus: Hope. 

While in training, students 
learn shop theory, shop math, 
blueprint reading, set up and 


operation of lathes, mills and 
grinders, according to one 
brochure. 

Certain criteria — students 
must show low income, be at 
least 22 years old and demons¬ 
trate good mechanical aptitude 
and math skills — before they 
can qualify. Banks said. 

A high school diploma is not 
a pre-requisite to entry into the 
program and there is even 
tutoring provided for those who 
place marginally on the tests 
but now ell enough to gain 
entry. 

A series of exams will be 
given to each prospective appli¬ 
cant’ one to be administered by 
Focus: Hope personnel at city 
hall and another, more exten¬ 
sive one to be given at Focus: 
Hope facilities. 

Applicants will be required to 
undergo a drug and alcohol 
screening test to insure that 


EJT adds to job program 


Extension Job Training (EJT) 
is currently expanding its ser¬ 
vices to the unemployed, with 
training available in the field of 
horticulture and a new training 
program for handicapped young 
adults and special education stu- 
' dents. EJT ^so is operating a re¬ 
ferral center for services to the 
■ unemployed throughout south- 
. east Michigan. 

There are 90 openings for 
training in the programs offered 
at the Wayne County Coopera¬ 
tive Extension Service, located 
at 5454 Venoy Road, Wa5me. AU 
of the training is free to those 
who are eligible. The training is 
designed for each individual’s 
. needs and includes job place- 
: ment assistance upon comple- 
*-tion. 

~ EJT trainees receive training 
I and guidance in career planning. 
Employment proficiency skills 
are developed, which includes 
- resume writing, interviewing 
and application techniques. 

, Practic^ living skills are offered 
; as well, and counseling is avail- 
; able throughout. 

Particpants in the horticulture 
training program receive voca¬ 
tional knowledge and experience 
in 13 areas to prepare for entry- 
level jobs. Intensive classes also 
are available in greenhouse 
management, landscaping, pest 
control and vegetable and fruit 
production. 

Director Gary Greenwell 
pointed out that “Wayne County 
has the largest gree^ouse and 
turf production output in the 
state. MESC data in^cates the 
number of job openings in this 
field were more than 12 times 
greater than the number of qual¬ 


ified applicants. At present, the 
program has more demand from 
employers than we have trainees 
who are ready for placement”. 

The new handicap program 
provides a variety of training 
opportunities. When partici¬ 
pants are ready for placement, 
the program places them into on- 
the-job training positions. The 
employer receives a subsidy of 
up to half of the trainee’s wages 
to complete vocational training 
for a minimum period of four 
weeks. At the end of this period, 
the trainee will become a perma¬ 
nent employee. 

Handicap has a broad defini¬ 
tion for this program, Greenwell 
noted. It may include learning 
disabilities, health problems, 
drug abuse, probation or parole 
and a number of other possibili¬ 
ties. 

Administrative assistant Judy 
Pelkey added that “our program 
has enjoyed excellent success 
placing handicapped young 
adults into well-paying, long¬ 
term employment.” 

Extension Job Training is 
operating an Information and 
Referral Center for the local Pri¬ 
vate Industry Corporation. Ap¬ 
plicants of all ages may call or 
visit the center to learn about all 
of the employment training ser¬ 
vices and opportunities avail¬ 
able to them. 

While the referral service is 
for all ages, EJT training is 
available only for young adults 
age 16 to 21 who live in Western 
Wayne County (not including De¬ 
troit and the Downriver com¬ 
munities) .

Once accepted into the prog¬ 
ram, students must undergo a 
rigorous training schedule 
that among other things, in¬ 
cludes 40 hours per week of 
training from 7:30 a.m.-4 p.m.

This schedule, according to 
Grenwill, is what deters many 
students from completing the 
course.

tage now felt. 

Machining is the bedrock in¬ 
dustry of the U.S., he said, and 
Southeast Michigan is the 
largest producer of metalwork 
in the U.S. 

The shortage of machine 
workers, brought on by the de¬ 
clining number of new students 
in the trade and the increasing 
age of those who trained de¬ 
cades earlier and are now 
nearing retirement, is felt most 
in this area. 

Literally thousands, Grenwill 
said, of tool and die shops, 
operated by men averaging 58 
years of age, can be found in 
Michigan. 

The numbers of men trained 
in the old-style tradition of the 
craft are slowly declining to 
the point where an enormous 
gap is forming. 

This means, Grenwill said, 
that those training now as 
machinists are “practically 
speaking, assured a job.” 

Skilled machinist pay starts 
at approximately $6 per hour 
and within two years can in¬ 
crease to $8.50 to $9 per hour. 

Top rate, after five to 10 
years, can be anywhere from 
$14 to $16 per hour — not a bad 
beginning for those who were 
once unskilled, Grenwill said. 

And the opportunity for 
advancement within the indus¬ 


try doesn’t end with Focus^ 
Hope’s training. * 

Often, he said, individuals,;^ 
once trained, move on to better 
paying positions within the in¬ 
dustry or even, as in the casei 
of five students, utilize scho* 
larships offered by institutions 
such as Lawrence Institute of 
Technology and train for 
careers in engineering or re^ 
lated fields. 

To further prove the access 
to jobs, once training is over 
(Focus: Hope helps place stu¬ 
dents in the industry.

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Rockets roar back 

Glenn edges Thurston; tied for first

Every championship team has 
its share of heroes ... the Detroit 
Tigers have Kirk Gibson and 
Alan Trammell, the San Francis¬ 
co 49ers have Joe Montana and 
Roger Craig, the Boston Celtics 
have Larry Bird and Kevin 
McHale. 

So, too, do the Rockets of West- 
land John Glenn. Last year, dur¬ 
ing their championship season, 
players like Mike Baydarian, 
Jeff Hawley and Mario Grazulis 
wore the hero’s crown. 

Friday night at Bedford 
Thurston, it was no different as 
the Rockets came up with a 
‘ ‘hero per quarter” who led them 
to a 71-63 victory over the Eagles . 

‘‘We played a good man-to- 
man defense,” said Gordie Davis 
whose last three teams have 
claimed conference titles and 
produced numerous heroes. 
‘‘The kids did a nice job of play¬ 
ing defense and hitting the offen¬ 
sive boards. Hawley made three 
or four key steals and Diette- 
Spiff led with 15 rebounds.” 

The victory gave the 
Rockets a 4-1 league record, and 
coupled with Garden City’s win 
over Bedford Union, kept them 
in a first place tie with the 
Cougars. 

Mike Baydarian, Glenn’s 5-11 


senior point guard who is averag¬ 
ing 19 points per game, was the 
hero of the first quarter as the 
Rockets got off to an 18-10 lead. 
The first part of the period was 
fairly even until Baydarian took 
charge. A steal and a lay-up at 
the 2:17 mark gave the Rockets a 
12-10 lead and they later ex¬ 
panded that to 16-10 on a pair of 
Baydarian free throws. The 
Rocket captain completed his 
opening heroics with a shot at the 
buzzer that swished through the 
nets. 

‘‘It’s good to see Mike playing 
well again,” said Davis of his 
guard. 

The Rockets built the lead to 
22-10 early in the second quarter 
thanks to a fine play from Steve 
Hawley to Dave Jensen. 

But Thurston responded to the 
challenge with a 8 -point run that 
cut the lead to 22-18 with 4:51 left . 
Brian Wojkowski (Sr., 6 - 3 , 190) 
hit a pair of baskets, Jeff Frelich 
(Sr., 6 - 1 , 175) and Don Valley 
(Jr., 5-10,160) combined for one 
apiece and the Eagles had whit¬ 
tled the lead to just four points. 

Gerry Diette Spiff, who had a 
great game on both ends of the 
floor, hit a pair of free throws 
with 3:30 left to restore a three- 
point lead, 24-21. But the Eagles 
kept pushing it as sharp-shooting 
Scott Filipiak (Sr., 5-9,140) hit a 
bucket and two free throws in the 


final two minues to give them a 
31-29 lead. 

Tony Sokol (Jr., 6-3, 175) hit a 
basket with 15 seconds remain¬ 
ing to give the Eagles a 35-33 half¬ 
time lead. 

“They were running their 
offensive patterns real well,” 
said Davis of Thurston’s com¬ 
eback. ‘‘We weren’t finishing off 
our offensive rebounds. When we 
went back to man-to-man, it was 
more effective.” 

The third quarter was more of 
the same with neither team able 
to forge more than a two-point 
bulge on the other. 

A portent of things to come ar¬ 
rived in the form of a third per¬ 
sonal foul being whistled on 
Sokol. When Eagles’ first-year 
head coach Mike Schuette set 
him down, the Rockets were able 
to move a little more freely 
underneath the hoop. 

But the Rockets didn’t quite 
shake the Eagles — at least not 
yet. After a Baydarian free 
throw gave Glenn a 41-40 lead,

the Eagles tied it at 44-44 on a 
Wojkowski hoop, took the lead at 
46-44 on a Frelich basket, and 
again at 48-46 on a Valley shot. 

But the heroes for Glenn began 
to emerge. Hawley great hustle 
when he picked off an errant 
Eagle pass and drove to the hoop 
to tie it at 48-48.
